President Wilson on Ireland. 
Pe the EPéiter of the Post-Dispatch. 

In your editorial of yesterday, “Mr. 
Wilson on Ireland,” you state the Presi- 
Gent in his answers given to the’ San 
Francisco inquiries is in substantial agree- 
ment with your statement of the case as 
to Ireland. With this premise you f®ay 
“Mr. Wilson says there is nothing in the 
league to prevent our giving recognition 
te the efforts of a people struggling for 
relief from subjection to another natin 
or from oppressive conditions. Under 
the covenant we can protest or recognize 
the right to independence of any such 
people.” 

Mr. Wilson said nothing of the kind 
and it would be interesting to many if you 
would be good enough to specifically ds-| 
fre what you mean by that statement. 
In other words, what is your viewpoint as 
to the Yorm in which“the United States 
could “protest and recognize the right to 
indepepdence” of the Irish people and 
what would be the effect of that protest 
and recognition.

UNWORTHY OF AMERICANS. 

In his Los Angeles speech the President answered 
conclusively the objection to the peace covenant that 
it gives Great Britain an advantage over the United 
States because through the admission of Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa and India to the 
assembly of the League of Nations Great Britain has 
six votes to our one. . 

Great Britain hasn’t six votes in the League of Na- 
tions in the true sense of the word votes. Her colo- 
nies have a voice in the assembly, which has actual 
power only in the matter of admitting members. It 
is a body for the discussion of questions affecting 
the world’s welfare, a parliament without the power 
of making laws to be enforced It can’ recommend 
only. 

The council is the executive body of the League 
and exercises all the powers delegated to the League 
by the nations: In that body Great Britain has one 
yote. Each nation has one vote. All are on an equal- 
ity. Our assent is necessary to any procedure affect- 
ing our interest. The vote of the council must be 
unanimous. Witheut entering into a discussion of 
the council’s powers, which are limited, and which 
do not impair the sovereignty of any nation, the fact 
of equal voice in the action of the council is clear 
as day. 

Mr. Wilson pointed out that Cuba and Panama, over 
which our influence is paramount, have a voice in 
the assembly. Would we have these proteges of ours 
cut out of all representation in the League of Nations 
to guarantee justice and peace? Australia, New Zea- 
land, Canada, South Africa and India have made great 
contributions and suffered heavy sacrifices in the 
war. Their forces have stood with our men against 
imperialism and militarism and were in the fight for 
justice and liberty long before we were. All ex- 
cept India, which is getting self-government in rap- 
idly increasing measure, are practically independent, 
self-governing nations. They are progressive peo- 
ples, nearer to our ideas, ideals, methods and pur- 
poses than to Great Britain’s. 

Can we afford to cut these progressive, free peoples, 
linked to the British empire by slender cords, from 
the councils of an assembly of nations? Can we af- 
ford to be that narrow? Can their liberal, progres- 
sive \influence upon a League of Nations and their 
voice'in the assembly of the League be spared? 

The objection to their admission to the assembly 
is a petty, narrow and mean one, although not so 
sordid as Senator Johnson’s appeal to intense selfish- 
ness in his argument that, being the only solvent, 
going nation among a lot of bankrupts in the world, 
we ought to make the best of our advantage; instead 
of helping other nations to get on their feet we should 
exploit them and prey upon their weakness. Mr. Wil- 
son properly designated this proposal as “hideous.” 
Both are unworthy of Americans who cherish a hope 
of a better world, in which there will be sympathetic 
understanding, cordial relations and earnest co-op- 
eration to attain common ends for the welfare of 
mankind.

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THE STEEL STRIKE. 

A strike of a minority of the employes ofa corpora- 
tion against which a strike fs called cannot be re- 
garded as successful. This is the maximum of the 
claims of the union leaders. The steel strike is ef- 
fective only in a few localities and in other locali- 
ties—in some of the largest shops—it is an admitted 
failure. 

It is evident that the unions have not unionized suf- 
ficient steel workers and haven't an issue big enough 
to command general sympathy to make the strike 
successful. The conditions of success are a genera] 
walkout and a decided public sympathy. 

Judge Gary is wrong in refusing to confer with 
union leaders, but the issue of conference only, with- 


out real grievances which bear heavily upon the 
wage earners on account of wages and conditions. of | 
labor, is not sufficient to command general sympathy | 
at a time when strikes are unpopular and are ec 
ing a menace to the general welfare. 4» 

Unless the cause of the strikes is strengthened by 
sympathetic action of other unions the chance of. 
success is small. It is doubtful if labor as a whole 
is willing to back an effort which did not have the 
support of either all leaders or the mass of wage, 
earners. 

- There is feeling all over the country that, under ex- | 
settee conditions, when production is essential to the 
general welfare, no strike ought to be called unless 
imperative reasons in the suffering of the employes 
support such action. There is a feeling that with the 
conference on labor called by the President so near, 
the union leaders of the steel industry would have 
been wise to await the results of the conference and 
resort to orderly processes to obtain union isa tered 
and to remedy grievances. 

We have reached a point when none but orderly | 
processes of adjusting labor disputes should be coun-| 
tenanced. The welfare of the American people and 
the world depends upon it. The progress of organized | 
democracy depends upon it. Let us have peace, order 
and legal processes in industrial as well as in inter-" 
national relations. We have intelligence and patriot- 
ism enough to master this problem in the way re- 
quired for democratic progress.

WHAT GLACIERS ARE LIKE. 
HAT do you suppose a glacier is like? 
We gave 2 good competent glacier the 
once over last month. It lay in a great 
bowl where the sun could not get at it to any 
advantage, and plainly owed itself to that fac 
Gleaming in the distance it did not seem Vv 
large, but when one climbed up to it-it as- 
sumed dimensions so imposing that one con- 
cluded there could not be any end to it and 
therefore did not waste time looking for it. A 
glacier is made by countless unmelted snows. 
On top it is what we would cal! sleet ice—that 
is, composed of innumerable rourd pellets 
welded together by the softening process of the 
sun. It was just possible to dig one’s heel into it 
enough to keep from slipping down to the bot- 
t6m, where it rested upon the rim of a cliff. 
A glacier sweats at the bottom, as an icebox 
does. Its drains are like the mouths of sewers. 
They have exactly that arched shape, and are 
big enough for one to walk into them upright 
A strong blast.of iced ajr comes from these 
outlets, while water roared out of them in this 
case in a dozen streams, to join together in a 
waterfall at the foot. It was quite easy to 
see in the drain the composition of the glacier. 
It was blueblack at the bottom; and lighter as 
it rose, with all the mud and detritus it had 
been able to scour off the side of the mountain 
in the course of its march to the cliff. There 
are areas of pure ice, but they are the exception. 
The mo of the glacier is one of the most 
interesting features of it.

That crack is not Hke any other 
sound you ever heard. It is a warning from 
away—way down. You know where that is. 
One of the glaciers in Glacier Park marches 
over a cliff and breaks off into a lake, making 
the one rea! curiosity in the park. Whatever the 
color of those bergs when they fall off—-which 
they do every day with a roar and splash that 
are fairly terrifying—they all become beauti- 
fully white after floating about in the lovely 
blue water. That glacier has been walking 
over the cliff and falling headlong iato the cold 
water for centuries, and it has it down to per- 
fection. There is nothing lovelier to hang 
around in midsummer than a gliacier.' It ex- 
hales coolness. One might say that the climate 
is kept on ice in such a place. Strangely, too, 
the beauty of the glaciers is thrown into the 
greater relief by the flowers which persist to 
the very edge of the ice in a place so well- 
watered. There are over 200 glaciers in the 
Glacier National Park. We bought them from 
the Blackfeet Indians in 1910 for $1,000,000, or 
about $5,000 each. You have to have bought 
ice out of an ice wagon ‘to realize how cheap 
that was.

The Eighteenth Army was able to 
carry out its difficult maneuvers on 
the night of the 10th. On the fol- 
lowing morning the French vigor- 
ously attacked the original positions 
of that army, which were then evac- 
uated by the rearguards according to 
plan. Of course, it had to leave a lot 
of material behind. 

The stand made by the Second 
Army, and the withdrawal! of their 
line by the Eighteenth on the night 
of the 10th, had improved the situ- 
agion between the Somme and Roye. 
Reserves, too, had arrived and 
strengthened the front of the Sec- 
ond Army. 

One Army in Bad Shape. 

On the 10th and llth severe but 
successful fighting took place on our 
positions south of Albert and be- 
tween the Somme and the Avre, 
whilst between the Avre and the 
Oise the enemy followed up closely 
and attacked vigorously. Local at- 
tacks occurred all along the line dur- 
ing the next few days. Once more 
our troops stood their ground, but 
the Second Army was thoroughly 
disorganized, whereas the powers of 
resistance of the Eighteenth were 
in no way impaired. 

The losses of the Second Army hai 
been very heavy. Heavy demands 
had also been made an #s reserves 
to fill up the gaps. The infantry of 
some divisions had to go into action 
straight off the lorries, whilst their 
artillery had been sent to some other 
part of the line. — were badly 
mixed up. 

It could be Sentaten that a num- 
ber of additional divisions would be- 
come necessary in order to strength- 
en the Second Army, even if the en- 
emy continued the offensive, and 
that was not certain.

Admits Allies Told Truth. 

We had to resign ourselves now 
to the prospect of a continuation of 
the enemy’s offensive. Their success 
had been too easily gained. Their 
wireless was jubilant, and announced 
—and with truth—that the morale of 
the German army was no longer what 
it had been. The enemy had also 
captured many documents of ines- 
timable value to them. The Entente 
must have gained a clear idea of our 
difficulty in finding reserves, a fur- 
ther reason why they would pursue 
the offensive without respite. 

The report of the staff officer I 
had sent to the battlefield as to the 


front, who came out with a draft 
from home shortly before Aug. 8, at- 
tributed this to the spirit of insub- 
ordination and the atmosphere which 
the men brought back with them 
from home. Everything I had feared 
and of which I had so often given 
warning, had here, in. one place, be- 
come a reality. 

Our war machine was no longer 
efficient. Our fighting power had suf- 
fered, even though the great major- 
“ of divisions still fought herolcal- 


The 8th of August put the decline 
of that fighting power beyond all 
doubt, and in such a situation, as re- 
gards reserves, I had no hope of 
finding a strategic expedient where- 
by to turn the situation to our ad- 
Vantage. On the contrary, I became 
convinced that we were now without 
that safe foundation for the plans of 
G. H. Q., on which I had hitherto 
been able to build at least, so far as 
this is possible in war. 

“The War Must Be Ended.” 


Leadership now assumed, as I 
then stated, the character of an ir- 


responsible game of chance, a thing} 


I have always considered fatal. The 
fate of the German people was to me 
too high a stake. 

The war must be ended. 

The 8th of August opened the eyes 
of the staff on both sides; mine were 
certainly opened, and so, according 
to his statement in the Daily Mail, 
were those of Gen. Foch. The En- 
tente began the great offensive, the 
final battle of the world war, and 
carried it through with increasing 
vigor, as our decline became more 
apparent, 

I considered it possible that the 
occurrences since July 15 might have 
shaken the confidence of His Majes- 
ty and the) Field Marshal in me. 
Possibly, also, a fresh mind might be 
able to judge the situation from an 
unprejudiced point of view. I there- 
fore earnestly requested the Field 
Marshal to replace me if he no long- 
er had full confidence in me, or, if 
he considered it advisable for other 
reasons. He refused. 

I also discussed my replacement 
With the Chief of the Military Cabi- 
net, in case they had anything 
against me personally. The Emperor 
gave me quite special proofs of. his 
confidence in those days. I was 
deeply moved, but remained anxious 
as to whether His Majesty really 
read the whole situation aright. I 
have since been reassured. 

The Emperor told me later that, 
after the failure of the July offen- 
sive and after Aug. 8, he knew the 
war could no longer be won, 

The official report of the evening 
of the 8th announced briefly that 
the enemy had penetrated our line 
south of the Somme on a wide front. 
The following morning Gen. von 
Cramon rang me up at once from 
Baden. He informed me that my 
report had caused great alarm in 
Vienna. I could not leave him in 
any doubt as to the serious view I 
took of the situation. Nevertheless, 
he begged me to remember how det- 
rimentally the blunt admission of a 
defeat must affect our allies, who 
placed all their hopes on Germany. 
This occurred again on Sept. 2. 

The impression made on our allies 
by the failure on the Western front 
was great. The Emperor Charles 
announced his intention of coming to 
Spa in the middle of August. 

Nothing was to be expected from 
Bulgaria. There the Radoslavoff 
Cabinet, under the influence of 
events on the Western front and the 
treaty of Bucharest, not to mention 


| personal reasons, had been succeeded 


by Malinoff. Malinoff was no friend 
of the alliance; some of his Minis- 
ters were openly against it and fa- 
vorable to the Entente. 

When later the Entente occupied 
Bulgaria, although Malinoff was dis- 
missed, they remained in office. The 
imperial Chancellor had to pass over 
the behavior of Malinoff’s ministry 
and invoke the assistance of the Tsar 
to prevent a fresh orientation of 
policy. The visit of a few Bulgarians 
to Switzerland also gave food for 
thought. That, too, we permitted. 

It was quite obvious that Bulgaria 
was intent on peace. It was also 
significant that the Bulgarian mili- 
tary representative, Gen. Gantschew,

T may not be generaly known, 
i it is a fact that both at the 

time of the outbreak of the war 
and throughout its course, the 
Kaiser frequently was the victim 
of nervous breakdowns, which gave 
his physicians much anxiety. Per- 
haps there was also some connec- 
tion befween his highly nervous 
state and the fact that as he ‘> 
creased in years he was incline 
more and more to yield to the 
weaker natures in the circle of his 
intimate advisers. 

In all my conversations with him 
at this time, when important de- 
cisions were being considered, I 
had to speak to the Kaiser tete-a- 
tete, because if there had been a 
third person present the Kaiser's 
own opinion would have been in- 
fluenced easily by his strong im- 
pulse to play the part or Emperor 
in every decision he ade. In 
fact, this tendency toward the the- 
atrical in the gravest matters of 

te was fraught with far-reach- 
ing consequences in the affairs of 
Germany. As time went on, and 
our fortunes rose in weltpolitik, 
the entire power of the German 
Cabinets was rooted in this fact. 

This was rendered possible for 
a remarkable reason, not existent, 
so far as I have been able to learn, 
in any other chancellery in the 
civilized world. Whenever any at- 
tempt was-made during the Kai- 
ser’s fee on the part of men in 
responsiBle positions to check the’ 
encroachments of his Cabinets, 
they came to an abrupt end; for, 
as the chiefs of the Cabinets skill- 
fully adapted themselves to his 
majesty, the Kaiser looked upon 
these dignitaries merely as _ his 
clerks, whose main duty toward 
the fatherland was to put his will 
into the form of a command. 

The Kaiser several times stressed 
this fact in conversations with me. 
And at stch times I often was 
forced to think of the tragedy of 
1806, and the collapse of the Holy 
Roman Empire. At such times I 
wondered whether another debacle 
was imminent. Alas! The _ sad 
events of recent months in Ger- 
many provide the answer. Espe- 
clally in time of war, the extremely 
slight balance of power of judg- 
ment that emanated from the Cab- 
inet once more became a source of 
evil to the nation. 

Kaiser’s Notes Caused Trouble. 

While, under the administrations 
of Prince von Hohenlohe, up to 
1900, and under Prince von Bue- 
low, in the next nine years, I 
found a natural and constitutional 
support in my attitude against 
the encroathments of the cabinets, 
the exact opposite was the case 
under Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, who succeeded Buelow. 

It is now to be feared that many 
persons who did not fulfill, during 
the period of the previous Gav- 
ernment, their duty of combating 
the sinister influences of the Ger- 
man Cabinet will now apply them- 


selves with so. much greater zeal’ 


to damning the whole German 
Government system! 

And it is to be assumed that fhe 
famous marginal notes of the i- 
ser will play an important part 
here. These notes he interlined on 
myriads of official reports and 
other documents of the highest 
state importance, in his own hand- 
writing, as the Kaiser readily 
adopted the marginal style of revi- 
sion and review which his prede- 
cessors had used. To ascertain the 
value or worthlessness 
of these and similar expressions 
of moment, it is necessary for one 
to have known the Kaiser very 
well, and to realize his changing 
nervous moods and the part they 
wrought in his official opinions. 

One of the peculiarities of the 
Kaiser was that he would take it 
for granted that his responsible 
advisers would examine these notes 
and that they would be able to dis- 
tinguish what was of permanent 
importance from what was the 
outcome of his moods. In general, 
the Kaiser listened to objections 
when they were well-founded, but 
unfortunately the 
Germany helped to give the Kai- 
ser’s marginal notes an exaggersat- 
ed appearance of importance. 

Every one of these notes, even 
those which were interpreted by 
the Government officials solely as 
suggestions for their consideration, 
rather than commands of the Kal- 
ser, were fixed by chemical means 
in the Cabinet offices for the 
archives, with the aid of indelible 
ink, much fin the same way as 
pencil sketches by an artist are 
perpetuated. By this means there 
was preserved for future writers of 
history who are no longer eye- 
witnesses of the conditions they 
will have to deacribe, an amount of 
material which, if turned to wrong 


account, seems calculated to give | 


a very distorted picture of the 
Kaiser’s personality, and also of 
the kind of Government under 
hirn. 

Under the Kaiser the chief of 
his Cabinet attended all official 
conferences wherein the various 
Ministers who were individually 
responsible made their reports. It 
was natural that after the Minis- 
ters had departed the monarch 
should discuss matters with the 
Chancellor in private.
